rr HE Patriarch of the Greeks being 
dead, eight Metropolitans affembled in 

the Houfe of Mauro-Cordato, and Ele- 

Ged into the Room of the deceas’d the 
Merropolitan of Heraclea: But the 

Grand Vifier refus’d to give him the Caftan, which 
is the Confirmation of his Election; faying he had 
been affur’d that he was an ill Man. The 3d of this 
Month, he caus’d the Seven other Metropolitans to 
come into his Prefence, two of which own’d that 
they had heen forc’d to agree to and Sign that Ele- 
Gtion again their Will: Thea be bid them chufe 
another, within 10 Days. The 5th Day they eledt- 
ed the Archbifhop of Cefarea, who has not yet re- 
ceiv'd the Caftan, and the Greeks will not acknow- 
ledge him. The Grand Vifier has declar'd himfelf 
openly againft the Greeks who have turn’d Papifis, 
grounding his Profecution of them on an Ordinance 
of the Grand Signior’s, which enjoyns all Perfors to 
continue in their antient Religion, and on a Fetfa or 
Decifion of the Mufci, importing tbat thofe who 
difobey the Grand Signior’s Commands deferve to 
be punifh’d with Death. He fome time ago ccus'd 
the Patriarch Sary to be Imprifon’d, and lately 
40 or 50 Armenian Papifts, at the Soliicitation of the 
Armenians of the Greek or Eaftern Church, and of 
their Patriarch Deo-Joannes. |The 2d of laft Month, 
he condemn'd to Death the Patriarch Sary and feven 
others of the principal Prifoners, among whom was 
the Druggerr:an or Interpreter of the Britith Am- 
baifador: But to fave their Lives they renounc’d 
their Religion. Deo-Goumidas, an Armenian Po- 
pih Prieft, had more Refolution, and endur’d Death 
with great Conftancy: He had fuffer'd divers Per- 
fecutions for Religion, and being condeman’d to the 
Galleys about 6 Months ago, fome of tke moft con- 
fiderable Men of his Nation redeem’d him for a 
great Sum of Money. The 3d, the Grand Vifier's 
Officers came into the Quarter where he liv’d, to 
ficze him, and entring feveral Houfes committed 
gteat Diforders. Deo-Goumidas hearing the Noife, 
went to his Door, and ask’d them who they were 
fearching for: They an{wer'd, for Deo-Goumidss. 
I'am the Man faid he, let thofe People be quiet. 
They carry’d him away, ardthe 5th brought him 
efore the Grand Vifier in the Divan, where were 
prefent the Patriarch Deo. Joannes and above 300 
Armenians of the Greek Church, The Grand Vi- 
fier ask’'d him why he had made himfelf a Franck, 
that is to fay, turn’d Papift. He anfwer'd, that be- 
ing a Prieit he was oblig’d to ftudy Religion that he 
might teich ic io others, and that be had difcover’d 
many Errours among the Armenizrs who Perfecured 
him, which his Confcience would not permit bim 
‘0 follow. The Vifier demanding what were the 
Etrours he had-difcover’d ; he ask’d him, in returr, 
whether he was learn’d enough in the Chriftian Re- 
gion to decide them. Upon which the Vifier faid, 
nowett thou thac I will putthee to Death? You 
wil do mea great Favour, reply’d Deo-Goumidss ; 
but take Notice that you are nos allow'd to thed my 
Blood for my Religion, becaufe you are of another 
aith,and that you muit an{wer it to God ar the Day 
of Judgment. “The Vifier rifing in a Paffion, faid to 
co-Joannes thou halt an(wer for the Blood of this 
§ ta: But he reply’d, Jet it be upon him who 
‘zd him. The Vifier Gtting down agen, {poke 
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thus to Deo Goumidas, thefe Men here complain that 
thou hati abandon’d their Se& to embrace another: 
The Prifoner ask’d sim, winch was the beft of the 
two: I believe thea boih to be bad faid the Vifier : 
Then whar need you trouble your {elf wiich I fol- 
low, reply’d Deo-Goumidss, Upon this the Vitier 
commanded he thould be put to Death, and imme- 
diately he was led to the Place of Execution with 
two other Armerisrs. In bis Way thither meeting 
fome Grecks of the Romith Perfwafion, who were 
going co the G.and Vifier to follicie hima to confirm 
their new Pacriarco, they falured him and recom- 
mended themfelves to his Prayers. Being come to 
the Place cf Excurion, he exhorted his two Com- 
panions tc fuffer with Conftancy, telling them he 
would {cr them an Example ; thea knecling down, 
while he was reheasfing aloud the Arcicles of his 
Faith, the Executioner firuck cff bis Head.
